ion .Eropaut of America, and a match for one 
of the most skilfuf and daring French Profes- 
sors. 

THB STAKTING—THR CHASE—EXQITING INCIDENTS. 

The balloon started from the city lot at four 
o’clock twenty-one minates, Prof Steiner lead. 
ing off in his “Pride of the West,” followed 
closely by Mons. Godard ia his “ Leviathan.” 
The latter gaived rapidly upon its rival for the 
first mile or two from town, until the ronauts 
were within speaking distance when leas than 
three miles from the city, both moving about 
twenty-fives an hour. Moos. Godard sailedup 
majesticall 7 beside the Professor, when the lat. 
ter greeted bis rival with a welcome, and point 
ed to the beautiful sight which every where met 
the eye.. “ Magnificent,” responded the repre- 
sentative of France, 

Mr. Godard then introdnced his friend aud 
passenger, Mr. Wm. Hoel, to Prof. Steiner, and 
atthe same time proposed that they should toke 

ttle of wine, when Mons. Godard pro 
propesed 


THE GREAT REPUBLIC.” 


Thfs was drank with a will in sparkling Ce 
tewba, when Prot. Steiner gave the following: 

“To Mons. Godard, the justly celebrated

er, as the balloons werecoming nearer toxetier, 

the three joined beartily in a “ hip-bip- 
urra !’ 


THE COLLISION BEWEEN THE BALLOON, 


Scarcély five minutes after, the bulloons came 
in collision, at an elevation of some 5,000 feet 
from-theearth. The balloon of Prof. ‘Steiner, 
drove rapidly toward its rival, so that the bas- 
ket of the letter struck the former about mid- 
way of the balloon. Mons, Godard and his 
companion promptly forced off with their hands 
and Prof. Steiner shouted to Mons. Godard to 
throw out ballast, which he oA. and rapidly 
rose above the Pride of the West and out of 
danger of any further contact. 

The wronauts were not again in speaking dis- 
tence during the race. Steiner started abead 
at an elevation of about 9,000 feet, and gradu- 
aily gained upon his competitor. He found a 
strong current of air, and taking advantage of 
it by keeping at about the same elevation, made 


carrying him rapidly north-by-vorth-east, at a

About half past 9 the @ronaut be. 
came'very sleepy, and found ‘it almost im possi- 
ble to keep awake. The cold was quite bunumb- 
ing. He sung songs, overhauled bis traps in 
the basket to divert his attention, and finally 
attached about 3,000 feet of a guide line to his 
wrist, so that if he descended, the dr rope 
would awake him. He then threw out ballasi 
and ascended to an elevation of about 11,000 
feet, and unable longer to keep himself awake, 
quietly resigned himseif to a comfortable nap. 

Abont tea o’clock the waronaut was awakened 
by acrash, and found that his balloon bad de- 
seended so.low that the car in which he was 
enjoying a sound sleep, had st uck in the top of 
a tree, in the middie of a small forest. The 
basket was turned nearly over, and the sicep- 
ing wronaut was thrown violently into the boop 
to which the ropes were attached which united 
the basket with the balloon, The remainder of 
bis supper was thrown out—his wine was cast 
overboard —a part of bis ballast followed in the 
descent ; his bundles of dispatches and papers 
kept them company. The shock was so great 
as to Split the seat on which the #ronaut was 
taking a siesta / 

The basket righted in a minute, and the bal- 
loon being relieved of a considerable weight in 
the way of cold chicken and other ‘‘ Walnut 
Street House” preparations for a long voyage 
shotinto the air with great velocity, so rapid 
that the wronaut opened his valve in order to 
prevent going away up yonder”? amongst the }, 
stars. before being stopped the b.lloon reach- 
edan elevation of 12,000 feet, and finding the 
atmosphere dietgreeably cold, the wronaut 
commenced to descend. 

Finding « good current at an elevation of 8000 
feet, Prof. Steiner managed to keep his con- 
veyance in it, and proceeded at a spded of sixty 
miles ag hour, when he discovered Lake Erie 
buta few miles ahead. The cement around his 
valve bad become broken in the collision with 
the tree, and as be had already discharged « 
considerable quantity of gas, he did not deem

General Intelligence. 

Lossxs By Smirwaeck —The record of marine
